Ross, a Navy commander, s u f ­ 
fered a slight cut about his left 
eye, but he and Lewis began fig­ 
uring how to get on the ground 
and stay there. 
“ Parachuting out of the gondola 
was one of the alternative* we 
discussed.’* Ross said. 
“ But w e're 
balloon men, not 
parachute m en." 
They tried the descent again, 
and this time were able to re­ 
lease 
the 
balloon. 
The gondola 
w as dragged about six feet over 
the hilly pasture, then Upped over 
on its side. 
Roes simI Lewis climbed out of 
the oxygen-rich 
capsule 
and 
lit 
their first cigarettes in nearly a 
day and a half 
Never Used Mask* 
Working constantly on some 50 
experim ents, Ross and Lew .a en­ 
joyed a com fort never before ac­ 
corded to high-altitude fliers. They 
never had to wear oxygen masks. 
Their gondola was pressurized 
With the sam e air pressure they 
breathed before the balloon soared 
out of a deep open pit iron mine 
early Saturday. It was the first 
time and airship, propelled or free 
flying, was equipped with a “ full 
atm osphere/* the Navy said Dur­ 
ing much of the flight, they moved 
about without their space helmets. 
They at* candy bars and sand­ 
wiches, drank w ater and slept on­ 
ly about an hour during the flight 
They carried a small television
